last 15years. 
For this money there is 
nothing to show but a few rotting 
planks, a menace to life and limb hold­ 
ing out the constant possibility of 
heavy damage suits for the city to 
pay.

DIXON INGIN III IN WRICK. 


Cyrus M. Heflev Injured at Bdttle 


( reek on Christmas Night. 


Relatives in this city have received 
a letter from C. M. Hefley, who left 
Dixon a year or more ago and is an 
engineer on the Grand Trunk railway. 
He resides at 
Battle Creek, Mich. 
Omitting other parts of the commun­ 
ication he describes a wreck on the 
road as follows: 
I will send you a Battle Creek paper 
giving a full account of wreck which 
occurred Christmas night in which an 
engineer and fireman lost their lives, 
which made a very unhappy Christ­ 
mas In two homes. 
As for myself and 
the head-end collision I had Christ, 
mas eve I am very thankful t hat 1 got 
out, alive, 
1 had an order giving me 
right of track over the local, Vicksburg 
to Casapolis. 
An order was after­ 
wards put out at Penn, the first sta­ 
tion east of Casapolis, 
that extra 
west, engine 907, should 
wait 
at 
Penn until 4:1.5 p. m. for No. 76, 
engine 1085. 
(No. 76. Engine 1085 was 
the local.) 
But the order was not 
given to me, and 1 knew nothing of 
them being at Penn. 
It was snowing 
and blowing fearfully and I found 
them out on the main line and no flag 
out to protect their train. 
When I 
first saw them 1 was about twenty- 
five car lengths from them and run­ 
ning about thirty-live miles per hour. 
I shouted to my fireman to jump for 
his ' ift*, at the same time setting my 
air at emergency and shutting ofV my 
throttle. 
Then 1 jumped out of cab 
window. 
When 1 struck the ground 
1 
hear the crash and after 1 
got 
through rol ing and bouncing, 1 got 
up to see both engines and nine cars 
a total wreck. My fireman was shaken 
up pretty bad and 
1 had mv left 
thumb dislocated and right shoulder 
pretty badly sprained and shook up in 
general. 
Engine 10S5 is a standard 
eight wheeled engine and engine 907 
is one of the large mogul engines, so 
it was like a big dog jumping on a 
little one. 
We have had five wrecks 
within as many days.
